Mr. Wilkerson vouched for Mr. Parkin's 
statement and said he had made an investiga- 
tion and found the $200 was paid by Lewin- 
sohn for legal services in connection with

Herbert Sims is now living in St. Louis. 
He never was connected with the district 
attorney's office.
